Nash said the prisoners had 
‘‘semi-possession”’ of the .22 cal- 


iber cartridges, but he declined 
to elaborate. He said investiga- 
tion has shown that the three 
came upon the cartridges by 
accident rather than through any 
plot to have them smuggled into 
the prison. 

Bradley, 25 years old, is serv- 
ing life terms for the murder 
of St. Louis Patrolman Thomas 
Mulrooney in 1956 and for three 
armed robberies. 

Others in solitary confinement 
are Howard McKnight Nunn, 3/, 
Kansas City, under a 22-year 
sentence for murder, robbery 
and escape, and Scott Hanks, 28, 
Kansas City, serving eight years 
for kidnaping the wife and 
daughter of Sheriff Clovis Sivils 
of Bates county. 

Nash was vague about details 
of the discovery. He said au- 
thorities believe the cartridges 
arrived in the prison in a piece 
of furniture sent for refinishing. 
A good possibility, he said, is 
that they were in a desk sent by 
a police agency a few weeks 
ago 

Nash said the cartridges may 
have become lodged in 
behind the desk drawers so that 
they were not seen until the fur- 
niture was dismantied by con- 
Victs in the shop.

The Uses of Retraining 


The Administration’s plan for retraining 
unemployed workers has received committee 
approval in both houses of Congress and 
enjoys good prospects of passage at the cur- 
rent session. We look for constructive results 
if it is given a fair trial. And fairness, in turn, 
demands that it must be accepted for what it 
is: not a cheap instant panacea, but a form 
of education, which, to acquire substance, 
requires money, time and patience. 


Even before a federally-backed retraining 
program for the jobless generally has been 
enacted, much less put into application, the 
idea is being disparaged in some quarters 
because it has not worked overnight miracles 
where those have been attempted. Armour 
& Co.'s retraining program at Oklahoma City 
and the Belgian Government's attempt to re- 
train displaced miners in the Borinage dis- 
trict have been cited as evidence that rela- 
tively little can be expected. 

Whether or not these were fair tests may 
be judged in part from the fact that only 
$265 a man was invested in the Belgian ex- 
periment and $150 in the Armour program. 
Re-education for productive work can hardly 
be expected to come that cheaply. The Armour 
effort suffered from the further faults that 
nearly two thirds of the applicants were re- 
jected as untrainable—a shockingly casual 
approach, in the view of the United States 
Office of Vocational Rehabilitation—and the 
relatively few who were given retraining were 
cast adrift on a distressed labor market with- 
out any attempt to find them new jobs. 

Retraining will do little enough, indeed, if 
it begins with the defeatist attitude that most 
displaced workers are unretrainable and ends 
by doing nothing to put&the retrained work- 
ers back into productive use. The Office of 
Vocational Rehabilitation itself is a shining 
example of how much can be done, even 
under adverse circumstances. 

It deals only with the physically or men- 
tally handicapped, and resists regarding any 
worker as untrainable. It has retrained more 
than 1,200,000 workers in the past 41 years, 
and placed three out of every four in jobs. 
But it spends about $2000 to counsel, train 
and place one person, and works on the prac- 
tical assumption that the kind of work it is 
attempting takes a lot of time. What this 
agency has done with the physically or men- 
tally handicapped, surely other agencies may 
accomplish with workers not so handicapped. 

Technological displacement of workers, 
principally by automation, is already a major 
national problem and shows every evidence 
of becoming a still larger one as time goes 
on. There are many ways of cushioning the 
shock but the one means of conserving these 
sinews of the labor force for continued and 
growing national productiveness is retraining. 

Let us not expect too much too fast and 
become discouraged because it does not hap- 
pen. Let us accept retraining for what it is. 
That should not be too hard to do in a nation 
long committed to the ideal of universal edu- 
cation. The going will be slow and costly, 
there will be disappointments and setbacks— 
but what is achieved will be solid, and there 
is no acceptable alternative. 


Locked in Embassies 


A truly effective subject for anti-Castro 
propaganda is available in the case of at least 
700 Cuban refugees locked for protection in 
Havana embassies. Latin Americans generally 
are sensitive about rights of political asylum; 
a.1954-Caracas-tneaty- requires each republic 
to issue safe conduct papers “immediately” to 
those seeking asylum. Yet the Castro Govern’ 
ment has provided various excuses for with- 
holding such papers for refugees who include 
Castro's own first President, Manuel Urrutia, 
and Cuba's only Cardinal, Manuel Cardinal 
Arteaga. Recently 700 of the refugees issued 
an appeal to the world, and Venezuela, whose 
Havana embassy contains 205 Cubans, plans 
to complain to the Organization of American 
States. All Latin America should know of 
Castro's violation of treaty obligations and hu- 
man rights to safety in exile. 


Late in East St. Louis 


The East St. Louis School Board might have 
had more success with its bond and tax rise 
proposals if it had taken steps to clean house 
before submitting the issues to the people. 
Both proposals were defeated in a light vote 
that reflected voter indifference and disgust 
with the Board. As Dr. A. M. Jackson, Board 


president, now admits, “I guess many people . 


still. don’t trust the Board in view of past 
records.” 

“Past records’ involve loading the non- 
instructional payroll with unnecessary patron- 
age workers, including some who double in 
brass as officials of the East Side Levee Dis- 
trict. Favored contractors have obtained plen- 
ty of work without the necessity of bidding in 
competition with others. Dr. Jackson can- 
didly admitted “we have been spending too 
much on plumbing work; the same applies to 
legal and treasurer fees.”’ 

It is asking a good deal to expect the leopard 
to change his spots. But if the Board now will 
clamp down on the waste, inefficiency and 
patronage the voters may have a change of 
heart in a later election. They're not from Mis- 
souri but they evidently want to be shown. 


Needed: Law in Outer Space 


The American Bar Association's special 
committee on the law of outer space, in its 
convention report here, made an unassailable 
case for swift action in setting up a space 
code. One of the reasons advanced is that 
Soviet Russia soon may land a man on the 
moon and so claim possession, At the rate 
science is advancing in space, it should not 
be surprising if this happened within a rela- 
tivély short time. Would a lunar landing be 
accepted as establishing sovereignty as were 
the landings of maritime explorers? 

Nor is the day far off when a satellite or 
manned capsule can be destroyed in flight. 
The Air Force’s Dyna-Soar, a manned glider 
that would be rocketed into orbit, is sched- 
uled for operation in three years. The Air 
Force’s highly secret Saint project, intended 
to allow inspection and possible destruction 
of hostile space vehicles, is being pushed. In- 
stead of depending on such weapons systems, 
would it not be much wiser to extend the 
auspices of the United Nations to space? If 
all satellites and other space vehicles were 
first inspected and then launched under UN 
surveillance, there would be no cause to sus- 
pect such craft. 

The probing of the space frontier has re- 
sulted in such promising developments as me- 
teorological, navigational and communication 


satellites but if an unregulated race into space 
for nationalistic reasons is to predominate, 
their great promise will be submerged in 
earthly conflicts. 


Hard to Believe In 


The House finally went along with the Ad- 
ministration’s civil defense program, but in 
attempting to defeat it the House conferees 
on the defense bill were expressing a pro- 
found popular skepticism on the subject. The 
American people find it hard to believe in 
civil defense. That is why the House has cut 
appropriations requests by an average of 74 
per cent in the past. 


Secretary of Defense McNamara has told 
Congress the Administration plan to identify 
and stock shelters in existing buildings would 
save “‘at least 10 to 15 million lives.” Of 
course neither he nor anybody else can know 
this. In the event of a massive nuclear at- 
tack on our major cities, nobody knows how 
many people would have warning enough to 
get into the shelters. If they did get in, the 
Streets and buildings above them might be- 
come a mass of rubble and debris which 
would bury them alive. And, if they survived 
for a few days they might emerge to find 
themselves doomed by disease, lack of drink- 
able water and safe food. So it is the wildest 
kind of speculation to guess how many lives 
would be saved by shelters. 

But assuming that an unknown number 
would be saved, still what boggles the imagi- 
nation is the number that would not be saved. 
An all-out nuclear attack, Congress was told, 
would probably cost 40,000,000 casualties. The 
figure may be conservative. Former Civil De- 
fense Administrator Val Peterson, who advo- 
cated spending billions for shelters, conceded 
that if our entire population had shelter, “at 
least half of them would die in a surprise 
enemy attack.” With casualties of that mag- 
nitude, how can it be supposed that a shelter 
program would prevent the utter breakdown 
of national life? How would it save the na- 
tion's entire industrial plant from being laid 
in ruins, its food and water supplies from 
being poisoned, its social and political struc- 
ture from being shattered? 

It is thoughts like these, we suspect, that 
account for the public skepticism which was 
expressed recently by Mayor Stapleton of 
Shaker Heights, Ohio. Referring to civil de- 
fense as a “boondoggle,” the mayor said: “I 
am not going to build a shelter in my home 
for two reasons: First, I can’t afford it; and 
second, I don’t think a shelter will do any 
good if a bomb hits in this vicinity.” 

A great many Americans share those senti- 
ments, and we are not sure they are wrong. 
Everybody wants national survival, but which 
is the more realistic way of seeking it — by 
trying to make nuclear war tolerable, or by 
realizing that: the only real defense against it 
is to seé that it does not happen? 


Long Haul in Arkansas 


One of the oldest and one of the youngest 
Arkansas state representatives—Virgil J. But- 
ler, 64, and David Pryor, 26—have joined in 
a statewide campaign to replace the 1874 
constitution. It is the basis of most of the 
usual maladjustments in state government— 
over-representation of rural areas, undue 
power over local communities, and “unholy 
alliances” between county and state officials 
—and a few less widespread carry-overs from 
atime long ended. 

Unfortunately, the. change will be strenu- 


..Ously resisted. “The office-holders won't 


change things,” says Pryor, “because they 


‘Tike things ‘the’ Way théy are.” This became 


clear when the Arkansas Legislative Research 
Council shelved Pryor’s proposal to have the 
University of Arkansas make a study of coun- 
ty government. 

Both men, however, have faith in public 
opinion. Their cause is beginning to get some 
newspaper support. But they will have to he 
strong in perseverance if they are to witness 
the realization of an obviously needed reform. 


Of Lawyers and Judges 

The working of Missouri's non-partisan 
court plan was of special interest to members 
of the American Bar Association meeting 
in St. Louis because they are being asked 
to urge other states to adopt a similar plan. 
And since the Missouri method of appointing 
judges (whose competence is later approved 


_ Or disapproved by the voters) was based on 


the bar association’s proposal as presented 
in 1938, its subsequent refinements will be 
of intérest ‘to Missourians. 

Aside from the recommendation that the 
plan be used to fill all judicial vacancies ex- 
cept those in magistrates’ courts, most of the 
differences are matters of degree. For ex- 
ample, the A.B.A. would have judges ap- 
pointed for a first term of three years, but 
thereafter would have their names on the 
ballots for re-confirmation only every 10 
years. Experience here has shown that almost 
without exception judges are re-confirmed. 
Thus Original appointment, rather than length 
of term, is of prime importance. 

The bar association plan calls for nominat- 
ing commissions which ought to be even more 
immune to political influence than are Mis- 
souri’s judicial commissions. They would con- 
sist of the chief justice of the state, three 
members of the bar and three laymen. Only 
the chief justice could be an office-holder. 

In view of former Gov. Donnelly’s long re- 
fusal to make judicial appointments in the 
Kansas City area from the nominees pre- 
sented to him, the new bar plan offers one 
innovation worth considering. It provides that 
in the event that the Governor fails to make 
an appointment from the list submitted to 
him within 60 days, “the appointment shall 
be made by the chief justice from the same 
list.” This would effectively restrain a patron- 
age-minded Governor from refusing to make 
an appointment until his favored nominee was 
put before him. As the Missouri Supreme 
Court indicated, no judicial commission should 
be exposed to such pressure. 

There is, of course, the possibility that a 
politically-minded commission might nominate 
only individuals unsuited for the bench. Mis- 
sourl experience is reassuring on this point. 
The power of the voters to remove an unfit 
judge, of course, is a safeguard. But this 
really is a primary responsibility of the mem- 
bers of the bar. They are the best judges of a 
judge. In Missouri so far the lawyers have 
given their approval to virtually all sitting 
judges, although with more enthusiasm in 
some cases than in others. Since their recom- 
mendations are followed by the voters, the 
efficacy of a non-partisan judiciary depends, 
in fact if not in theory, on the bar's sense of 
public responsibility.

Our latest field trip to supplement 
the listing “‘What to See and Do in 
Chicago This Week’ was to the Adler 
Planetarium, where the August show 
has the timely title, “Astronomy and 
Space Age.” As always, it was pleas- 
ant to sink into a well upholstered 
chair under the big dome, and in the 
artificial dusk to contemplate the huge 
insect-like machine to which, strictly 
speaking, the term planetarium should 
be restricted. 


This ingenious, knobby object, reared 
on its six legs, can project light repre- 
senting every star perceptible by the 
unaided human eye. Four times a day, 
between 11 and 7:30 (except Monday, 
when the building closes at 5), there 
is a demonstration of this mechanical 
marvel, full of holes and clockwork, 
which can represent the starry heavens 
anywhere, at any time. 


We had a great deal of company, 
much of it extremely youthful, and all 
of it wonderfully orderly. This is a 
place which commands respect. When 
the demonstrator dims the hall so as 
to eliminate all imitation of light re- 
flected from the ground, the general 
gasp shows that respect deepens into 
awe under a brighter, clearer sky than 
we are likely to see elsewhere. And

WASHINGTON, Aug. 12—The 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration announced vester- 
gay that it would launch late 
mext year an experimental com- 
munications satellite that will re- 
main fixed over the same longi- 
tude on earth. 

The small satellite would be 
the experimental forerunner of 
what is viewed as the ultimate 
space communication system in 
which three satellites would be 
able to handle much of the inter- 
national communications traffic 
of the world 


This so-called synchronous sat- 
ellite system involves placing 
satellites into an equatorial! orbit 
about 22,300 miles above the 
earth. At this altitude the satel- 
lites would travel at the same 
speed as the rotation of the 
earth and thus remain over the 
same spot on earth. Three such 
satellites equally spaced around 
the equator would be able to 
relay communications, including 
television, to almost all the in- 
habited parts of the earth. 

The space agency announced it 
Was negotiating a contract for 
about $4,000,000 with the Hughes 
Aircraft Corp. of Culver City, 
Calif., to build at least three of 
the experimental synchronous 
communications satellites. 

The 50-pound satellite would be 
Jaunched by a three-stage Thor- 
Delta rocket and then guided into 
@ 22,300-mile orbit by a small 
solid-fuel rocket. 

The satellite will not go into a 
true stationary orbit because its 
trajectory will not be around the 
equator but rather declined 33 
degrees to the equator. As a re- 
sult, the satellite will remain 
roughly over the same longitude 
off the east coast of the United 
States but appear to follow an 
elongated figure-eight pattern be- 
tween 33 degrees latitude north 
and south 

The project, the space agency 
noted, will provide “early ex- 
perience”’ on operating satellites 
at high altitudes where destruc- 
tive radiation is encountered 
from the Van Allan radiation 
be The project has been 
given the code name of Syncom, 
as an abbreviation for the ulti- 


lte 


mate synchronous communica- 
tions satellite system. 
Until now, the space agency 


has concentrated on low-altitude, 
random orbit system of com- 
munications satellites. In this 
system, as many as 40 satellites 
are put into orbits several thou- 
sand miles high. As one satellite 
passes out of range, the relay 
duties are picked up by another 
satellite coming up over the 
horizon.
